age 
had been made, in spite of circum­ 
stances and appearances pointing to 
the contrary.

and produced in court. 
The elder Handy, a man evidently

when he gave his age as 17.

the rem ark that boys usually liked | 
to pretend they were older 
than 
their real age, when they are away 
from home. 
The court, in refusing to handle 
the prisoners as juveniles, 
stated 
th at because of the gravity of the 
crim e and also because of the boys’ 
past records, they were regarded as 
unfit for consideration in the juve­ 
nile court.

It was revealed today that Handy 
is the third of fourteen children, be­ 
longing 
to

Handy. All of the children are liv­ 
ing, the eldest being married. 
Mother Says Son Abnormal 
Rosser, who 
is accused of

actual shooting of Mrs. Ricketts, is 
one of six children in the 
Rosser 
family. Four of the children are liv­ 
ing. 
According to the authorities, 
Mrs. Rosser has stated that her son 
has not been normal since infancy. 
He has been subject to fits of vio­ 
lent tem per and has been afflicted 
with periodical ear and nose 
dis* 
charges, which she believes 
have 
affected his mental condition,

Wolfe, whose home is at Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, but who Is wintering 
at Long Beach, testified before

coroner’s Jury that Rosser, 
after 
shooting Mrs. Ricketts and taking 
$15 from him, turned the weapon 
upon Wolfe and tried to fire a sec­ 
ond shot, but that the gun refused 
to operate.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.— Retirement of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon was demanded in the senate today by Senator 
LaFollette, of Wisconsin, on the ground that “the fiscal head of 
the government had impudently and brazenly declared that 
wealth could not be made to pay its fair share of taxes and the 
people must take up the burden. 


LaFolIette’s demand for the retirement of Mellon came dur- 
in gthe debate on his amendment providing for pitiless publicity 
on all income tax returns. 


By the narrow margin of two votes the LaFollette amend­ 
ment for full publicity on income tax returns was lost. 
The vote 
was 33 to 35. 
Nine Republicans joined the solid Democratic 
ranks in support of the amendment. 
Republican senators voting for the amendment were Borah, 
Capper, Cummins, Johnson, Jones (Washington) ; Kenyon, Ladd. 
LaFollette and Norbeck.

United States will offer to set the 
pace for the rest of the world in dis­ 
arming. 
At the coming arm s conference, 
this government will present a gen­ 
erous and far-reaching offer tc ‘limit 
the American navy within certain 
definite lines. 
It will thus enunciate a policy ex­ 
pressed to the United Press today by 
a member of the American delega­ 
tion 
as 
“removing the arm ament 
beam from our own eyes before we 
ask our neighbors to remove the 
mote from theirs.’’ 
Experts Plan Details 
The A m /iran delegation is now 
prepu/ing the American offer, to­ 
gether with the general plan for 
world armament limitation, concern­ 
ing which the United Press made an 
exclusive announcement early in the 
present week. 
While details of the American of­ 
fer are being closely guarded against 
publicity, it can be stated that they 
will, if put into effect, mean a more 
substantial reduction in expenditures 
for naval arm ament than many of 
the most optimistic have hoped for. 
Neither the American plan nor the 
general, world-wide plan have been 
, completely worked out. 
The navy 
j department submitted in detail all 
I the facts and figures needed for con 
structing workable projects of arma­ 
ment limitation. 
To Test Powers 
In general, it is possible to state 
the disposition of the American del­ 
egates bas been to outline a program 
that really stops the race for world 
naval supremacy without leaving any 
nation with an unfair advantage. 
The present strength of the lead­ 
ing navies and 
their prospective 
strength upon completion of building 
progifims already authorized were 
both used by the experts in outlining 
the program, 
Members of the senate who were 
shown, in confidence, some of the 
preliminary calculations, said every 
indication pointed to the proposing 
by this government of “a program 
that will test the faith and perhaps 
the courage of the world’s states­ 
men.’’

It can only

world reaches the stage where 
it needs no police.” 
Mrs. W inter views pessim isti­ 
cally the world’s future if this 
conference fails. 
“If we lose our moral

and adopt the

frightfulness

touching even non-combatants— 
then Germany has been victorious

which we at the outset of

war held intolerable,” she
